Butterflies That Bathe. 


it is commonly thought that a butter- 


fly dreads the water as a fine lady dreads 
rain, but evidently this is not true in 
Australia. The case of an Australian 
butterfly deliberately entering the water 
to take a bath is recorded by M. Q. 
Lycll, Jr 
He saw it alight close to the 


water, into which it backed until the 
whole of the body and the lower part of 
the hind legs wore submerged, the two 
Eoro legs alone retaining their hold on 
the dry land. After remaining in this 
position for something like half a min- 
ute it flew away apparently refreshed, 


Mr. Lyell says: "Duringthe morning 


I noticed a number doing the same 
thing. In one instance no less than four 
were to be seen "within a space of not 
more than three yards, and, to make 
sure that I wag not deceived, I captured 
several as they rose from the water, and 
found in each case the body and lower 
edge of the hind wings quite wet. While 
in the water the fluttering of the wings, 
so noticeable at other times, was sus- 
pended, and so intent wero the but- 
terflies in the enjoyment of the cold 
bath that they could hardly move, even 
when actually touched by the net. 


"Apparently the heat of the weather 


drove them down to the water, as imme- 
diately upon emerging they flew up 
again to the hillside. Butterflies are 
often seen apparently sucking in the 
moisture around the edgo of the pools; 
but they have never before been seen 
actually to enter tho water."—Victoria 
Naturalist. 


Burled In traces. 


Lace headdresses, or what were called 


heads of lace, were very fashionable in 
England in the reigns of Mary and 
Anne, and the ladies of the court some- 
times paid very large sums for a fine 
head of French or Flemish lace, but the 
extravagance in this fragile article of 
luxury was nover carried to the eame 
ruinous extent as in France. It was, 
however, profusely worn during what 
may be called the lace epoch, and was 
even coveted as an article of adornment 
after death. 


Mrs. Oldfield, the celebrated actress, 


left instructions that she should be laid 
in her coffin arrayed in a very fine head- 
dress of Brussels lace, in a shroud of 
Holland linen with laco tucker and ruf- 
fles and a pair of kid gloves. Yards of 
the costliest point d'Angleterre and 
Mechlin laces were wrapped around the 
corpse of the beautiful Aurora von 
Konigsmarck before she was laid in her 
grave at Qnedlinburg, and many of the 
mummies fonnd in the catacombs of 
the Capuchin convent at Palermo are 
swathed iti the same costly funeral 
robes.—Chambers' Journal

who kindly 


accepted the invitation of toe Lyceum 
management to deliver a lecture at its 
opening, was introduced to the audience 
bj the President, S. A. Jones, with a f«w 
wall chosen remarks and was greeted with 
applause. The Senator never spoke in a 
finer vein, and the simple manner in which 
he elucidated the subject of money put the 
question in a new light. He spoke very 
earnestly and as he stood there, the per- 
sonification of earnestness, denouncing the 
crime of "73, every Nevadan felt proud of 
his Senator, who ia the world's acknowl- 
edged champion of the white metal.

His subject 
waa "Silver, Gold and Progress," and the 
following is a synopsis of hia address: 


"The two great inventions of man, with- 


out which civilization could not exist, are 
language and money. Both are purely 
artificial, and each is an absolute necessity 
in any form of civilization. Neither is of 
the slightest use in isolation. There must 
be tomebody to whom ideas may be com- 
municated before either written or spoken 
language can be useful. A single indi- 
vidual on a remote island has "no use for 
money, but in society it is Indespensable. 
It is quite as important in civilized life 
forjeach individual to be supplied with 
commodities produced by others as it is 
for him to communicate his own thoughts 
and receive from them the knowledge they 
possess. In order to change commodities 
to any considerable extent it is essential to 
have some

Money was invented for that purpose. 


Some form of money has been used in all 
ages by barbarous as well as civilized 
society. So far as records have extended 
every tribe of savages, however degraded, 
have invented some material to measure 
the value of their possessions. In North 
America the Indians use wampum. The 
Chinese in the earlier ages used the mul- 
berry leaves npon which were stamped 
various characters and devices. 
Some 


tribes of Indians use shells, others the 
•kics of animals, the e-rly Virginians used 
tobacco. It would be impossible in any 
one evening's discourse, if we knew all, to 
give a description of the various devices 
that have been adopted as meacures of 
value. Most of the metals have been em- 
ployed at various times for use as money. 
But the more civilized people from pre- 
historic times have used silver, and for 
more than 3,000 years gold has been used 
to supplement silver. Gold and silver are 


• 
the only metala which hava been discov- 
ered that could not be produced in excess- 
ive quantities, consequently they have 
been adhered to from time immemorial, 
with tho exception of the recent fraud 
which is known to you all as the Demon- 
etization of Silver. 


THB MBABUBB OF FBOPEBTY VALUE. 


I stated that money was used to measure 


the value of property, to enable each mem- 
ber of the community to enjoy the fruits of 
the labor of all by exchanging his own pro- 
ductions or 
acquisitions for the pro- 


ductions and 
acquisitions 
of others. 


In 
order 
to 
fully 
appreciate 
the 


functions which money performs, it is 
necessary to understand the meaning of 
the term value. Value and utility are very 
distinct in their meaning, but are frequently 
oonfounded. Utility depends upon quality; 
value npon the estimation of man. There 
is no such thing as "intrinsic value." 
Value is not in the thing but in the mind. 
Many things which are most useful and 
some which are absolutely essential to hu- 
man life, have no value. The light of day, 
the heat of the sun, the air we breathe, are 
•11 essential to animal life; still they have 
no value. Sotoe things are valuable in 
one place and not in another. 
A person 


with a dipper in hia hand, riding in a skiff 
on Lake Superior would pay nothing for a 
drink of water; but if he were placed upon 
the Mojave Desert, on foot, 20 miles from 
A station on a hot day.'.he would give all of 


hia 'possessions for a pint of the precious 
fluid. 


WHAT DKTEBMINES VALUE. 


What then are the couditions which de- 


termine value? They ara mauifest'y limi- 
tation of quantity and a desire to possess. 
If cither ia wanting lha article has no value. 
If the supply is vmlimiteil and each incli- 
vid'ial can acquire 
»ll he desires of ony 


paiticular commodity, then without uioney 
or price, such commodity or thing Iris no 
commercial value. 
It will fetch nothing ID 


the maikel. If nobody w.mts n commodity, 
no matter what its qualities are, it c&nnot 
be sold, consequently it has no value. 
Limitation of quantity and a deaire to pos- 
sess are ordinarily described by the terms 
supply and demand. When there ia any 
limitation of quantity, however slight, and 
there ia a desire to possess, the thing will 
hare some value. The extent of that value 
must depend npon the supply nnd demand. 
Inasmucn aa all values are maasnred in 
money, the demand for money is equal to

the aggregate demand for all things, which 
possess value by being limited in quantity. 
Whether the amount of money in the 
world bo large or small it must measure all 
other values nnd in turn, all other valuss 
measure the value of money. Money is no 
more useful for food, or clothing than a 
yard stick or a pair of scales. It is simply 
a measure. Inasmuch as the quantity of 
money in existence must measure all 
things, the aggregate value of all things 
must depend npon the quantity of money 
by which it is measured. If the quantity 
of money in the world were doubled, the 
price of property would be increased about 
100 per cent. Eioh dollar would have one 
half of its purchasing power. 
If the 


money of the world were reduced one-half, 
the aggregate price of prope'ty would nec- 
essarily deolina about 50 per cent. 


WHAT THE 
VALUE OP 
MONEY DEPENDS ON. 


The value of money as such does uot de- 


pend upon the material of which it is made, 
but npon the number of units or dollars 
in oirculr.':,in. Dollars are made dear as 
compared »ith property, by reducing their 
number, and they are made cheap by in- 
creasing their number. This principle is 
well understood when applied to commod- 
ities. Every housewife who goes to mar- 
ket understands that. 
When eggs, chick- 


ens, butter or anything elae she requires to 
bay, is source, it will be dear, and when it 
is plenty, it will be cheap. Bat the multi- 
tude do not understand that the same prin- 
ciple applies to money. Ignorance of this 
fact has enabled tbe dealers in money 
throughout all the ages to manipulate leg- 
islation affecting the quantity of money 
and by that means to enhance or depreci- 
ate its value. 


I( the volume or supply of money could 


always be the same, when compared with 
the demand, the general range of prices 
would remain comparatively stationary and 
the debtor would be able to pay in the 
same money as he borrowed. The investor 
in property and enterprise would receive 
legitimate profit on his investment. 
A 


man who goes in debt sells money short; 
that is, he agrees to deliver something nt a 
future time which he does not cow possess. 
If ou the day of payment, the nnniber of 
dollars in circulation ia diminished and the 
value of each dollar enhanced, he is in- 
jured. 
It requires more property or ser- 


vices to procure the sime amount of money 
that it did when the debt waa contracted. 
If on the contrary, after the debt is con- 
tracted, a large addition Is made to the 
dollars in circulation, he can pay bia debt 
in less money and services than would 
have been required to obtain the money at 
the time the debt was contracted. In earlj 
times when law was weak and confidence 
wanting, something like gold and silver ap- 
peared to be a necessity for us aa money. 
Up to tho present time no substitute has 
been dsvised upon which a general assent 
or agreement could be obtained. The most 
valuable function obtained by the precious 
metals is limitation of the quantity oi 
money. As before stated, money would 
have no value without a limitation of value. 
If all the rook wore gold, coined gold 
could uot be used as money. The fact that 
too much of either gold or silver or of both 
combined for use as money haa never been 
procured is a sure guarantee that the world 
will not have too much money by the un- 
limited use of both pceeions metals. 
The 


trouble haa been from the beginning that 
there has not been aa adequate supply. 


MONEY AND FBOdBESS. 


When the supply has been largest, civili- 


zation haa advanced; when the supply of 
the precious metals has failed, civilization 
has decayed. 
When the Pharos built the 


pyramids, tbe mines of Nubia were pro- 
lific; when Solomon built the temple tbe 
gold of Ophir was abundant; when the 
Phenioians were tha wealthiest and most 
prosperous nation of the world they gath- 
ered gold and silver from the mines of 
Asia and all the countries bordering on the 
Mediterranean; when Athens was a univer- 
sity of literature, science and philosophy, 
the Greeks were reaping a rich harvest of 
gold and silver froru the rivers and moun- 
tains of Thrace; when the Legions of Rome 
were victorious in Europe, Asia and Africa 
the mines of Spain and Italy were mar- 
velously productive. At the time of Au- 
gnstui there was in circulation in the 
Roman Empire nearly two thousand mil- 
lions of dollars of gold and silver coin. 
The civilization of each of these nations 
decayed, and a reign of barbarism ensued 
after the exhaustion of the mines from 
which they obtained their money. The 
cassation of mining for a period of fourteen 
hundred years reduced the Roman Empire 
to feudal slavery. 
Poverty robbed the 


proud Romans of their ancient valor and 
independence, and blotted out their lan- 
guage and literature, except what waa hid- 


den away in the monasteries, and de- 
stroyed tbe energy, courage and enterprise 
of the people. 
No ray of light dawned 


upon tbe dark ages until tbe discovery of 
gold and silver in Mexico and Sooth Amer- 
ica. A struggle then commenced for civil 
and religious liberty, which has resulted in 
the civilization of the nineteenth century, 
which we now enjoy. 
No people deprived 


of money have ever yet been able to pre- 
serve their liberties. 
Slavery follows pov- 


erty with as much certainty aa night fol- 
lows day. 
For three hundred years after 


the discovery of America the supply of gold 
and silver from tha oiinos of the world was 
sufficient to produce the onward march of 
civilization. 
During nil that time there 


was no serious money famine from failure 
of production of the mines. At the com- 
mencement of this century a change took 
place. 
The Spanish-American wars out off 


the supply of. gold and silver. From 1810 
to 1840 the annual production of the mines 
of the world of both gold and silver 
did not exceed $3,000,000. From 1840 to 
1850 
gold mining in 
Russia revived 


and the annual production arose to about 
$40,000,000. 
The discovery of gold in 


California in 1848 and in Australia two 
yeara later soon increased the annual pro- 
duet of the precious metals to $1 CO,000,- 
000. From that time until now the aggre- 
gate product of the two metals has gradu- 
ally increased until it has reached about 
$250,000,000 per annum. Such a supply 
has been reasonably sufficient to supply 
the world with a safe basis for a circulating 
medium. It has about kept pace with the 
increase of population and business. There 
is no reason, but tbe crime of man, why 
this should not be a season of unexampled 


signal for a hearty applause, and when 
they hud finished they were applauded to 
the echo.

prosperity. From 1810 to 1850 the value 
of money increased about 100 per cent., 
and the price of commodities declined full 
50 per cent. 
Thia was tbe result of the 


money famine occasioned by the Spanish- 
American wars, 
From 1850 to 1875 the 


average price of commodities increased 
more than 33% per cent. The civilized 
world advanced in that 25 year* more in 
wealth, learning, invention, and labor-sav- 
ing machines than had been accomplished 
in any century which had preceded it. 


THE TBICKEBY OF CAPITAL, 


As soon as the civilized world waa re- 


lieved from the money famine by the great 
discoveries of California and Australia, an 
attempt was made by the possessors of 
fixed capital to enhance the value of money 
and bonds by the rejection of gold and the 
limitation of the world's money by silver 
alone Failing in ih it th-a European deal- 
era in bonds and money iudaoed the Chair- 
man of the Flounce Committee of tha Seu- 
ate of the United States to secure the pass- 
af a law unknown to the Senators present 
whereby the United States was made to 
take the lead in the scheme to demonetize 
silver and reduce the money of the world 
to gold alone. Germany immediately fol- 
lowed tbe lead of the United States, and 
two years thereafter a sufficient pressure 
was brought upon France and the Latin 
Onion to close the mints to silver. 
There 


was at that time no lets than 7,500,000,000 
of gold and silver coined in the world suit- 
able for reserves in banks and Government 
vaults, and upon which rested the paper 
circulation, credit and business of the 
world. Since that time there has been no 
material increase of gold. The entire pro- 
duct haa been observed to keep up good 
the stock of gold on hand and for non- 
monetary purpoee?. 


The Director of the Mint informs us that 


there>re only 3,727,000,000 of gold coin in 
tbe world—less than one-half the amount 
of 
coin 
recognized 
by 
the 
com- 


mercial world as 
real money suitable 


for reserves, that there waa 18 years ago. 
The average price of commodities, includ- 
ing labor, has declined full 50 per cent, in 
the last 18 years. Each dollar is required 
to measure more than twice as much prop- 
erty and services as it did 18 yeara ago. 
The dollar has been made twice as long. 
In other words, its purchatiag power has 
been increased, while the price of property 
has been reduced about one-half. I de- 
clare that it was a orimo for the exploiters 
of money by the trickery of legislation to 
double the value of their own property 
and to reduce the value of all other prop- 
erty in like proportion."

the state of Guerieio? 
It is o»e of the 


richest mining regions of Mexico, ami it 
is said that its soil is a crust of silver and 
gold. Here the first mines wero worked 
by the Spaniards, and the country con- 
tains hundreds of abandoned mines to- 
day. It lies on the Pacific, and it is only 
partially known. It had ono mine which 
produced 495,000 ounces of silver in a 
few months, and it is surrounded by 
ffveat states which are now being for the 
first time carefully investigated 


Oasaca, jnst below it, is now being 


penetrated by the Mexican Southern 
railroad, and this will bring a vast gold 
bearing region into tha rnaiket The 
btate is one m which President Diaz was 
born, and it is the one which will be on 
the Tehuantepec ship railway, it it is f\ or 
completed. It has vast ureas of good 
land, and I know a half dozen American 
capitalists \vho expect to make fortunes 
out of the coal fields which they say 
have been discovered in it. 


Coal brings about twenly-sis dollais a 


ton in City of Mexico, and there are said 
to be fine iron deposits in near proximity 
to these coal fields. The climate of all 
this part of Mexico is very fine, and tho 
capitalists who would buy some of the 
agricultural lands along this route would 
make a fortune. The public lands are 
worth from twenty to forty-five cents 
an acre, and they will raise coffee and 
sugar and all kinds of grains. 


This new railroad will, and does al- 


ready, tap the mining regions of the 
state of Pueblo, which contain both 
silver and gold, and one of the finest* 
specimens of gold ever brought into 
Mexico City was shown to an American 
biisiness man there by an Indian from 
this state about a month ago. It was a 
nugget of solid gold as big as your ii&t. 
The American entered into a contract 
with the man for the development of the 
region where it was found, and he 
traveled with him on horseback for 
several days, when the Indian told him 
that he had forgotten the place. 
This 


was of course a lie.—Cor. St. Louis Globp-
